Dr. and Mrs. Skeel to Carmdl-by- 
the-Sea a few weeks ago, where they 
remained until a sudden relapse on 
August 30th, when the doctor was 
brought to Covina. Dr. Skeel was a 
personal friend of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. P. E. Letchworth, and also of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Bush and others 
in this locality. 


Upon the consolidation of the Ohio 


Wesleyan college with the Western 
Reserve university, Dr. Skeel contin- 
ued as professor of gynecology. At 
the opening of the war he was sent 
by the government to study 'surgical 
methods in England and France, 
having been affiliated with Dr. John 
Blake of New York in the American 
hospital at Paris. He served in the 
British with the 14th Kngineers, and 
upon the organization of the Ameri- 
can army, was transferred to the A. 
E. F. and given the title of major. 
Dr. Skeel, who received his degree 
of M. D, from the University of 
Michigan in 1890, had attained to 
one of tho highest positions in the 
United States, that of president of 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons.

Citrus Fruits Are 


Setting Records in 


Financial Returns 


In point of money return, the 1925 


California citrus crop will be the 
biggest in the history of the indus- 
try. 


A close check of sales this season 


made by the various citrus market- 
ing organizations shows that to July 
31, $75,000,000 worth of oranges and 
lemons had been marketed, or a to- 
tal 
of 
approximately 
$20,000,000 


more than ever has been received by 
the industry before. And these fac- 
tors estimate that there was fruit 
to the value of $10,000,000 yet to 
be moved. The citrus year ends Oc- 
tober 31. 


Last season the return was around 


$55,000,000 for about 26,000,000 hox- 
es of fruit, or an average of about 
$2.25 per box. This year the total 
will be $85,000,000 for approximate- 
ly 20,000,000 boxes, or an average of 
$4 per box. In 1921, when the sales 
totaled $60,000,000, the highest re- 
turn before this year's record, ap- 
proximately 26,000",000 boxes of fruit 
were shipped. 


All counties in Southern Califor- 


nia participated in the big money 
received for the citrus crop, with the 
exception of San Luis Obispo, whore 
few oranges and lemons are grown. 
In Orange county alone, the 1025 
crop brought more than $5,000,000 
more than the 1924 picking. 


Los Angeles county,- by reason of 


its large acreage in citrus fruits, 
also received a greatly increased re- 
turn from citrus sales, as did Ven- 
tura, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, 


Santa Barbara and San Diego coun- 
ties. 


High prices for oranges and lem- 


ons straight 
through 
the season 


were responsible for the increased 
value of the crop. Sales were made 
on active demand, and at no time 
did the price of good oranges drop 
to last year's low figure in the cast. 
Unusually hot weather in the middle 
west and east stimulated the demand 
for lemons, and for Valencias, or 
summer oranges, with the result 
that they moved into the markets 
at exceptionally high prices even 
after melons and deciduous fruits 
appeared. 


A survey of the citrus acreage in 


Southern California mad? recently 
by the agricultural depart ment of 
the I os Angeles chamber of com- 
merce shows there are 148,839 acres 
in bearing oranges, and 45,942 acres 
in 
bearing 
lemons. 
Non-bearing 


plantings of oranges total 
11.467 


acres, and lemons 4859 acres. This 
does not take into consideration the 
orange plantings in Tulare county, 
which total 36;239 acres.

What Labor Has Done For the 


San Gabriel Valley 


"Old Man Phillips" is the manner in which some used 


to speak of an individual who perhaps more than any 
other person provided the foundation upon which industry 
in the San Gabriel valley has been built. 


The energy and courage of Phillips brought water in 


the first ditch to the lower portion of the valley, diverting 
the water from the river mouth and through the sand and 
sunflowers to that great stretch of sandy silt upon which 
'Covina and surrounding communities were built. Man- 
power in the valley in those days was not plentiful. There 
was a great deal of skepticism as to whether the water 
would ever reach the lower end, even if man's labor could 
build this ditch. The greedy sands of the desert would suck 
it all up, many said. But after a time the water arrived 
in a steady flow, and the lower desert began its trans- 
formation into the great garden of citrus fruits that for 
forty years has been steadily expanding in area. 


Men labored hard in this valley before the water came 


.down the ditch, and they continued to labor, to put forth 
unremitting toil afterwards, but with hope in their hearts 
—a hope that has been realized a hundredfold. These men 
were the first laborers of note hi this end of the valley. 
They were homesteaders, pioneers. • They had lived through 
the period when they were obliged to bring water in bar- 
rels from the canyon in order to keep families and stock 
alive. They reaped the benefits, of that labor, just as honest 
labor anywhere will reach its certain reward. 


From that time on and now labor has been the keynote, 


the cornerstone, here. Whether it has been the man and 
woman who labored in their own homes and fields or the 
ones who toiled for hire, the conditions have been as nearly 
ideal as could be found anywhere in the world, and seldom 
has there been any hint of serious dissatisfaction between 
owner and laborer, nor have we ever known what it has 
"been ;to siiffer for' the real necessities of liteT'^fiSd "we 
long ago arrived at the point where the majority live in a 
condition of comfort that could scarcely have been dream- 
ed of by the men who beat down the cactus and sagebrush 
and carved an orange empire on the San Gabriel plains. 


To the west of where Covina stands today, and many 


years before our own pioneers, came into this valley there 
was at one time still another kind of labor that has left 
its indelible imprint on this land and provided it with a 
history that has been woven into beautiful song and story. 
Under the direction of brown-robed Franciscan monks, 
the Indians, first occupants of these plains, brought timber 
down from the mountains on their" backs and on the backs 
of mules in order that the structure that became the San 
Gabriel mission might stand as a symbol to the deathless 
devotion of the followers of the cross. 


And again we are told of that most poignant labor of 


the Argonauts who, having after weary days of crossing 
the deserts plunged down from the mountain pass far to 
the east and began the dangerous traverse of this water- 
less ejroense, toiling on over the trail near where we stand 
today and reaching at last after many days the green 
cienega a few miles west of us, the "damp lands" of El 
Monte, and rested for weeks before attempting the dan- 
gerous journey onward to the pueblo of Los Angeles. 


Labor built this beautiful valley, a temple more wonder- 


ful than any cathedral that may be called one of the 
world's seven wonders. These trees that stand rank on 
rank for miles were planted one by one by men sweating 
in the sun. The work has been endless, watchful and ac- 
companied by worry and care, but man has made a home 
here with his own hands, where children grow and play 
in safety, where institutions of learning rise as marvelous 
in architecture as any world temple, and where an Ameri- ' 
can people find the full freedom that was intended as the 
birthright of man. 


And these conditions existing between the man who 


employs and the man who sells his labor that have con- 
tinued with so little friction all these years in this valley 
prove to us, more than anything, perhaps, that it is not so 
much a few pieces of silver that a man works for, but 
happiness for himself and those who are dependent upon 
him; not money but good living conditions he desires, and 
wherever you find strife between labor and those who 
employ, yoii will invariably find that it is not actually the 
wage that is in discussion, but the lack of a chance to live 
as men should live, sheltered and clothed and fed, with 
an environment that is conducive to self-respect and peace 
of mind. No amount of money can actually compensate 
a man who works in a coal mine, even though it may be 
true that he is performing some of the necessary work of 
the world. But here, through all these years while we have 
lived and worked to fashion a civilization in the desert, 
no matter how heavy-the load may have been, we have 
always had the opportunity to look up at the mountains, 
to enjoy God's sunshine and air, and to walk erect and 
in the light of day. 


There are no slaves in this valley. There is no peonage, 


and the iron collar is on the neck of no man. Here labor 
is king, and always will be; free labor, willing labor, con- 
tented labor, the power that today is literally moving 
mountains, the power that is the bedrock, the Atlas of free 
civilization.
